ANNUAL MAGAZINE SUBJECT-INDEX, 1910. 


The 1910 Annual Magazine Subject-Index is 
now well advanced at the printers, and we hope 
to have it ready by February at the latest. It will 
follow the same lines as during its three previous 
volumes, indexing by subject the contents of over 
one hundred periodicals, and transactions of soci- 
eties (mostly historical), none of which are in- 
cluded in any other general index to periodicals. 
It will contain as Part II the Dramatic Index for 
1910, being the second annual issue of that publi- 
cation, which covers thoroughly the dramatic 
material appearing in American and English 
periodicals—portraits of players, pictures of scenes, 
criticisms and synopses of dramas, etc.,—being, 
in addition to an index to the whereabouts of this 
information, a record of full names and birth and 
death dates as far as known of players and drama- 
tists, also an index under composers’, dramatists’ 
or playwrights’ names, to their plays as produced 
during the year. It indexes costume portraits 
under characters and includes the dramatic books 
issued during the year, and reviews of them. 

The only change from last year’s index will be 
the use of thinner paper, making the volume more 
easily used.

famous parts, indexed under the characters, as 
well as a record of books published during the last 
two years about the drama, indexed by subject.
